"to generate a power supply voltage from an alternating voltage...." does not teach Yonezawa in view of Guha. However, the limitation "to 
generate a power supply voltage from an alternating voltage...." is a functional language and Yonezawa in view of Guha discloses all 

structural limitations which is function as a claimed feature. 

Applicant's also argued that the antenna and the power supply line do not have any cpnnection between them. However, it is common in 
the art that the antenna has to be connected with the poiwer supply line in order to function the antenna. Therefore, Yonezawa in view of 
Guha discloses the claimed invention and function as a claimed structure. 
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
